It 
tnurt alio be conceded that thii right ap- 
pertain- to the vocation of hackney 
coach 'proprietor! not It** thin to other* ; 
■nd that legi.UtiTe interference with its 
ejnerttae can be juitified only by " peculiar 
einuraitancea," and ought out to gu far- 
ther than those circumiUacet require. 
The ru!e i* plaiu , the dlaculiy lit* in 
its application. To determine what tqcr-e 
peculiar circumiUuKt* ate, and what mea- 
sure of imerfereuce they call fur, is not 
ao much the province of abitract reus 
ing, aa of practical experiencr. lu nu 
country have the teachings of experience 
been mure ample ; in no country an the 
rigltt. of the luhject more clearly under* 
Hood, or protected with « more jealoui 
care , and yet in no country haa legislative 
interference with thia particalar vocation 
been more decided — than in Englond.

itrictioni iropoand by English law, their 
claim, to be valid, tnurt be grounded on 
local prenliariliea, This it the rule with 
our legttlatite and judicial aulhoriliei — 
to adopt English law when suitable, and 
to reject u when not tuitable, tu the cir- 
cutntUncej of the colony.

Tbe Imperial Act, 1 and % Vic, c, TP, 
sec. S, enact! thai » license that] not be 
granted unlaa* the applicant product " a 
crttfratr of Miitg a»d cA*r*efrr" ; the 
Sydney code, M, S, itipuUiei only "thai 
before any inch license shall be granted, a 
rtquuitifm for the same shall be mad* and 
signed by the pnprifltr of the carriage 
in retpect of which lucb liceuH iball be 
applied for." This ti in oversight which 
it it to be hoped will be remedied in Com- 
mitter. And, besides ability and cha- 
racter, there ought, in the caae of driven, 
to be aotne restriction a* to o<je, In Eng- 
land tbe minimum age ii in lotne in- 
stance* sixteen, and in others twenty -out. 
The reins of our city cab* ought not to be 
entrusted lo the hands of children, any 
more than to thus* of unqualified adults. 

But while w* have ihu* endeavoured to 
.how tb* petitioner, that the hardship, 
they complain of an for the must part 
such at their brethren are obliged lo put 
np with in England, it by no meant I'd - 
lowi that we admit the expediency of 
their being subjected to the whole of 
those hardihip*. The license, granted on 
proper certificate— the maximum ratei or 
farei and number, of paatengera— the 
distribution of otandt — the cllciency of 
horaet and ctrritget — the rules of the 
road — the easy identification of driven, 
•nd stringent provision! for their goud 
conduct in the performance of (heir du- 
ties- Ihete appear lo n. to be the main 
uulliuea or til thai can be reasonably re- 
quired on behalf of the public. But why 
a driver or proprietor should be 
comptlled ta let out hii terriers, 
and why he should be farbidtln to 
accept a fare exceeding the legalized 
rate, even when agreed lo by both 
the contracting pirtiei, we or* really 
at a lost to Understand. No person 
to whom it would be the cahniao'l 
interest tu let hit inrriage would meet 
with a refusal , and we dn not See why 
he should be forced Lo work tuntrnry to 
hii interest. Nor would toy penon bar- 
gain for a cab al a higher rale of charge 
than the legalised maximum, unlet* it 
were kit intereit lo do so ; tnd why the 
two trartiri should not be at liberty to 
co mult their mutual interest* in the 
mailer, although we observe tbit re- 
rtriction in one of the English Acta, it 
more than we can comprehend. 

We think, too, that the By-law it too 
one-tided in dealing out its penalties. 
Every conceivable aberration of the cab- 
man ii met with ltd specific penally ■ but 
we see no penal safeguard provided 
in bit favour. Here ia another omit- 
*ion not countenanced by tbe English lav.
